15th mat. The old man IB quite active 
for one of hie age and is able to walk 
from his home, in Charleston, several 
blocks. He perhaps is the only man now 
living who could write a correct history 
of the martyr president. 
This hoary old 


pioneer, who has lived far beyond the 
allotted age of man, makes hia home with 
hia daughter. Mrs. Tom Dowling, where 
he takes great delight in talking of old 
times and recounting anecdotes in the 
life of Lincoln. Mr. Hanks is the father 
of Mrs. Nancy Shoaff of this city. 


It will be a Wonder. 


Mr. A. L. Platt, of Clinton, hap, during 


hjs leeure moments, drawn plans of a 
tower for the world's fair, which would 
eclipse the famous Eiffel tower at Paris,. 
He has designed a building in the form 
of a Roman cross, the center surmounted 
by a tower to be 1200 feet high. The 
arms of the rrosa are 2000 feet long. The 
whole of this mammoth building would 
rest on a stone foundation twelve feet 
high. At each of the four entrances 
stone steps 180 feet wide, lead up to the 
promenade ninety feet wide, which en- 
circles the building. The building itself 
would be COO feet higher. The building 
would have 9,800 rooms. It would be 
built of iron, could be easily taken apart 
and put together. Tue plan of the build- 
ing shows that each succeeding story is 
shorter than the one beneath and from a 
side view looks like immense steps. The 
building would occupy 100 acres of 
ground. A number of engineers, archi- 
tects, etc., have examined the design and 
declare that it is quite practicable, and 
are urging upon Mr. Platt that he submit 
it to the world's fair committee. Theie 
is a possibility that he will do so, and 
should it be accepted, will win him not 
only fame but fortune,— Dloominytun 
1'antayrajJi.

DID NOT AGREE. 


l"o Change at the Coal Snaft—All 


Idle. 


At the meeting of the United Mine 


Workers' society, held last night, a com- 
mittee of sir was appointed to wait upon 
the Decatnr Coal company to-day and 
make a demand that hereafter the com- 
pany shall pay 70 cents a ton for all coal 
mined, instead of paying only GO cents a 
ton for coal furnished the railroads under 
contract. The committee visited Man- 
ager W. C. Armstrong at ths new shaft, 
and with State Sfcretary Howells, of 
Chicago, as epokeeman, made thedemand. 
The answer was in the negative, owing to 
contracts already made with the railroad 
cjmpanits. The committee left with the 
negative answer. 


It appears that the company had an 


agreement with the miners to pay them 


fiO cents a ton at the old shaft for all coal 
furnished the railioads, the miners re- 
c iving pay at the rate of 70 cents a ton 
for all other coal mined. The cor tract 
was made with the railroads with the 
knowledge of the miners, and the GO-cent 
rdte was lii^d with their consent. The 
contract was renewed some time ago. In 
tlie busy sear-on about one-tenth of tne 
coil mined goes to the railroads. In the 
slack seasou tho proportion is about one- 
fifth. 


The company is fetill engaged in making 


repairs and adjusting miaiilnery. Mining 
ceased on Ma> 5th. Not a ton has hem j ej tjj.it ^ cou)d fae ^ 
lifted since, that day.

SKULL DEVELOPMENT.- 


HOW TO "SIZE UP-' YOUR FRIEND'S 


INTELLECTUAL POWERS. 


Mental Caliber and Cranial Measurement*. 


Mlitake* of Perccrinatlnc PhrcnoloxUta. 
Dr. Petereon'B Talk on B«eent Investlfa. 
tiona. 


Recently the scientists both in Europe 


and America have been giving & good 
deal of attention to the conformation and 
measurement of the human head or cra- 
niometry, as they call it. 


Tiie studied of Dr. Frederick Peterson, 


the insanity expert-find specialist in nerv- 
ous diseases, of New York, have been 
equally extensive. Their conclusions have 
been reached by accurate measurements 
and not by feeling bumps. Dr. Peterson 
said to me: 


THE FRONTAL LOBES. 


"In men noted for great attainments 


and intellectual capacity all the diame- 
ters and arcs of the skull are far above 
the normal averages. In other words, 
their heads are larger. In many criminals 
the diameters and arcs are below the nor- 
mal average, and there is also great ab- 
normality in shape, especially in heredi- 
tary criminals. One side of the head may 
be larger than the other, tin- forehead 
may retreat, or there may be some other 
lack of symmetry and proportion. Often 
the teeth, jaws and ears are deformed. 
All the higher mental faculties are loca- 
ted in tlie frontal lobes of the brain, and 
these naturally have a direct proportion 
to tlie length and breadth of the fore- 
head. Just back of this region are the 
muscular centers and the centers for cuta- 
neous sensation. 


"Directly behind the ears and a little 


above are the centers for remembering 
that which is heard, and here are un- 
doubtedly located some of the muscular 
faculties, for instance, the wonderful 
memory of musical compositions, such 
as was possessed by''Blind Tom." 
Tlie 


memory of everything seen is stored 
away in the posterior lobes of the brain; 
therefore 
people of great perceptive 


power and who remember well all their 
perceptions will be found to hare a large 
development on the back of the head. 
It has been noted that in people born 
blind this part of the head is smaller 
than it should be. In contradistinction 
to quack phrenology the 
perceptive 


power 13 located here in place of Gall's 
pluloprogeuitiveness and bump of ama- 
tiveness. 
Gall located tlie perceptive 


power immediately over the eye, behind 
which is a cavity in the bone containing 
no brain. 


"The average circumference of an 


adult man's skull is 20$ inches and of 
an adult woman's 19} inches. The aver- 
age length of the arc from the roof of 
tlie nose over the top of the head to the 
most prominent point on the back of the 
head is in man 1SJ inches and in the wo- 
man 12±. Tho average length of the aro 
from one ear to the other over the high- 
est part of tlie head is in a man 12f 
inches and in a woman 12}. The aver- 
age antfro-poiterior diameter, that is 
from tlie middle of the forehead in a 
straight line to the hindmost part of the 
head, is in a man 7 inches and in a wo- 
man C}. The average diameter through 
the widest part of n man's head, from 
sido to side in a straight line, is 5} indies, 
and of n woman's head 5* inches. Thebe 
are only a few of the more important 
ineaburi'iiu-ntd taken

While it may be taken as a 


general rule that a lii'ad of large dimen- 
sions is associated \vitli unusual capa- 
city in some one or other direction, it ir>, 
of rourse, nut always the case. One can 
easily imagine, or may even h:i\o met 
u itli persons with large heads uho 
seemed to enjoy considerable emancipa- 
tion from the bonds of intellect; and one 
can ri'iidily conceive of much of their 
br.un substance being replaced by more 
ordinary tissues or substances required 
to pievent the formation of a vacuum. 


PACKIXU OF THE BRA1.S. 


"The skull bones may LIB tuico as 


thick as usual, or there may l>u an un- 
usual amount of fluid in the cavities of 
Uie brain and its ro\ erings. 
Again, a 


person \\ith a rather small head ma\ 
luue more thinking centers to the cubic 
inch (if brain than theother; less tat, less 
water, less packing of every kind, as in 
the case of Gamhetta, whose brain was 
rather small. The word 'packing' is an 
excellent one to use in this connection, 
for it describes the condition periecth. 
Just as delicate china or glass vessels are 
packed away in sawdust, hay, etc., for 
shipping, so thu fragile cells containing 
memories and thoughts are packed aw ay 
in an enormous quantity of substance, 
known as connective tissue, which dif- 
fers relatively little from hay and saw- 
dust in structure as seen under the mi- 
croscope, and which serves an equally 
efficient purpose. Hence an idiot is oc- 
casional!}, though indeed rarely, seen 
with an unusually large head; but in the 
packing of his cranium valuable struct- 
ures MITC left out by the thoughtless 
workmen, and only the hay and sawdust 
sum ed away, 


"Up to the age of 25 the development 


of a man's skull depends on his educa- 
tion, and. in fact, his entire environment. 
Subsequently the mind may develop a 
great deal, but tlie skull will not. From 
the age of 2.") tbe fakuli retains the same 
propoition and the same dimensions, ami 
it is on tins account that certain measure- 
ments of the head become useful as a 
means of identification of adults. They 
may change their appearance in many 
respects, but cannot, voluntarily alter the 
shapes of their heads. M. Bertillon has 
incorporated, therefore, certain skull di-

LIVED A HUNDRED YEARS. 


And far Sixty of Them 
He Lived on 


Twelve Ounces of .Food Per D»y. 


Lewie Cornaro, a noble Venetian, had 


been a professed epicure and libertine 
till he entered the fortieth year of his 
age. 


His constitution was so far reduced by 


the colic, rheumatic pains, fever, etc., 
that his physicians at length assured 
him that he could not survive much 
longer than two months; that no medi- 
cine whatever could avert the catastro- 
phe, and that the only possible means of 
preserving his life would be a regular 
adherence to a frugal diet. He punct- 
ually followed this advice, perceived 
symptoms of convalescence within a 
few days from the commencement of 
his plan cf reformation, and after the 
lapse of twelve months was not only 
completely restored, but found himself 
in a better btate of health than he had 
ever been during any period of his life. 


He resolved, therefore, to confine him- 


self to a still more parsimonious regi- 
men, and to take nothing but what he 
judged to be absolutely requisite for his 
support. 


Tims during sixty years he confined 


himself to exactly twelve ounces of food 
a day (bread and other nourishments in- 
cluded), with thirteen ounces of bever- 
age. 


It should be also observed that during 


this long period he carefully avoided vio- 
lient heat, cold, passion and extremes of 
every kind, and by rigidly and uni- 
formly adhering to this moderate diet 
not only his body but his mind also ac- 
quired so determined a tone that no com- 
mon incidents could affect them. 


At a very advanced age he lost a law- 


suit which involved pecuniary concerns 
of great importance, and on account of 
which two of his brothers died of broken 
hearts; but be still retained his usual 
health and tranquillity. His carriage \\ as

•which his arms and legs were dislocated, 
lie caused them, however, to be reduced 
again, and, without taking any meui- 
ciiies, was in a short time restored. lie 
died at the age of 100.--Medical Classics.
